Compliance With O. P. S. 
Only 65 Per Cent In 
North Shore Villages 

.-■ComplSantee with OPS regula- 
tions in Highland Park is not as 
good in some communities in the 
Chicago District, Neil J. Linehan, 
District Director, revealed today. 

Linehan's statement came as a re- 
sult of a survey made earlier -this 
week by OPS representatives in 
North Shore towns. They found 
that only 65 per cent of the busi- 
nesses visited had complied with 
OPS regulations. 

"The 35 per cent who are out of 
compliance," Mr. Linehan said, "are 
chiefly in the service trades, such 
as cjeanens and service stations. 
Moreover, we found *hat some of i 
them weren't interested." 

Linehan pointed out that 'the vis- 
it is part of an O P S project to 
help business with their problems 
in complying with regulations. Al- 
though M Is not part of an enforce- 
ment drive, the names of those not 
in compliance will be turned over 
to the enforcement division of the 
agency if no filings are received 
from these stores- within the next 
two weeks. 

The apparent lack of interest was 
ascribed, in part, by Linehan to 
the fact .that Lake County until 
recently has been in the Peoria 
District, and therefore inconvenient 
for business people. He felt that 
bringing the area into the Chicago 
District will make contact much 
easier for business from now on.

Four persons were killed and two 
injured in .two automobile accidents 
on Rte.

What Antioch Rescue squad mem- 
bers said was the worst accident 
they ever had handled occurred 
Sunday evening a mile south of the 
village in which two women daed. 

Mrs. Martha Heaney Kisten, 33, 
of 4415 N. Mozart st, Chicago died 
instantly of a • broken neck when 
her car crashed head on into the 
car driven by Robert Welke, 31, 
Burlington, Wis., causing the death 
at 2:30. a.m. Monday of Mrs. Welke. 
Mr Welke is recovering from shock 
and bruises. 

The accident' sheriffs deputies 
said, occurred when Mrs. Kisten 
apparently lost control of her car 
on a -curve and crossed into the 
opposite lane of the Welke car going 
north. 

Mrs. Welke suffered a skuli frac- 
ture, broken legs, and internal in- 
juries. 

The body of Mrs. Kisten was tak- 
en to Chicago for burial and that 
of Mrs. Welke .to Burlington. Mrs. 
Welke is survived by the husband 
and parents, Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Hansen of Burlington. ' 

The Rescue squad was credited 
with good work in taking care of 
the injured and removing them to 
Victory Memorial hospital while 
sheriffs deputies William Wood 
and Roger Kane rerouted traffic.

Is competition a really Important factor In the oil 
industry?

The competitive American oil industry supplied that i 
vast flood to the fighting forces and met every essen- 



tial civilian need. And today the Industry Is able 
to produce and market 25 per cent. more oil and oil 
products than at the peak of World War II. 

Quantity Isn't ihc -whole story. As the result of 
the competitive struggles between oil companies In 
their search for consumer favor, the quality of oil 
products has been greatly Improved. To take one ex- 
ample, two gallons of 1951 gasoline" will do the work 
of three gallons of 1926 gasoline. And .the price, 
excluding taxes, over which the Industry has no 
control, is about the same.

AGENT OF THE FARMER 

Frozen retail prices are dangerous to the farmer. 
That 'is the gist of an Item by Wheeler MoMillen which 
recently appeared In Farm Journal. 

Here is what Editor McMillen said, "Farmers see 
that if their selling prices arc controlled, and their 
costs keep going up, their chance for profit will go 
down. Businesses find themselves In the same troub- 
le. During the four weeks after his retail prices 
wore frozen prices went up for eggs, milk powder, 
butter, cake shortening, lard, and raisins. These 
increases cost $23,960 — about $6,000 a .week. Since 
he could not raise his prices, he was naturally wor- 
ried! Every baker, butcher, ond grocer is a sales 
and distributing agent for farmers. The agent has 
to make a profit If 'he is to keep on selling, . , .Con- 
trols mess up everybody's business, and only hide 
the real causes of inflation." 

The logic in this is unassailable. Aggressive, highly 
competitive retailing is an essential ally of the farmer 
— as It is of the manufacturer and all the people 
who work in agriculture and industry. It does every- 
thing possible to sell more goods. Ilhe very force 
of competition holds profits to a low figure. But 
when controls threaten to turn profits into losses, the 
retailer must draw in his horns. He stocks less 
goods. He takes no chances that he can avoid. He 
is no longer a free agent. To an ever-increasing ex- 
tent, his business is dominated by bureaucrats who 
know little or nothing about his problems. 

A controlled economy hurts everyone — the producer, 
the worker, and the consumer.

But building is 
more a question of "when" than 
"if", according to a recent survey 
of 12 north-central states. 

Approximately nine hundred 
families took part in the survey. 
They were selected to give a cross- 
section of the wants end desires of 
'2,270,000 farm families living in Ill- 
inois, Indiana, Kansas, Iowa, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota," Ohio, South 
Dakota and Wisconsin. 

A one-story house with six or 
seven rooms, a sloping roof and 
central heating was first choice. 
The house must have one or more 
porches, a spare bedroom, a base- 
ment or cellar, coat closet on the 
first floor, a separate dining room, 
first floor workroom, and a drive 
so planned In relation to the house 
that callers will come to the front 
door. 

Most families wanted to have a 
dining area in the kitchen, but 
many of them wanted an additional 
dining room which could accom- 
modate six or more persons.

Mildew Stains 
It's easier to prevent mildew than 
remove Its atains, besides being 
easier on fabrics I Thla statement 
comes from the textile experts at 
the American Institute of Launder- 
ing, research and educational cen- 
ter for the laundering and textllt 
industries, who say that no magla 
formula haa yet been devised for 
removal of the greyish stains 
caused by the parasite that feedi 
on warm, damp fabrics. Since 
damage usually results from even 
scientific efforts to remove mildew 
stains, they advise housewives to 
store clean fabrics away dry. 



Flat Paint Reflects Light Evenly . 
From a mat or non-glazed sur-' 
face, light Is reflected In e uni- 
form manner In all directions. For 
this reason flat point is advisable 
for most rooms. The exceptions ere 
the rooms which are frequently sub- 
ject to steam or grease — the bath- 
room and kitchen, in other words. In 
these rooms It Is more desirable to 
have the gloss-type finishes which 
can be frequently washed than to 
avoid the high lights. 



Smart Farmers 

Farmers were first to suspect 
that barberry bushes were respon- 
sible for stem rust of small-grab 
crops— more thnn 300 years ago.

CARDIFF, Wales— The "land of 
(foreigners" Js preparing a golden 
[Voiced welcome for an unparalleled 
number of its "exlleB" In 1951. 

The "land of foreigners," ■ at If 
you didn't know, is the Principality 
of Wales. The somewhat unkind 
term Is the one by which the moun- 
tainous, mysterious land was known 
to the Anglo-Saxons for centuries 
after they, foreigner! themselves, 
drove King Arthur and his native 

British knights into the hills, In 
♦pile of everything Merlin could 
<"< Tha "exiles," of course, are 
•ny Welshmen unfortunate enough 
to Ilvajto more barbarous, uncouth 
lands tmd, as far as tha Welsh 
are concerned, that Includes Eng- 
land/tec. 

The'fcctor that made Wales "the 
land t* the foreigners"— its Inac- 
cessibility for centuries— had an 
Incidental effect which makes It 
one of tha most interesting countries 
In the vnocld today. To a greater 
extent than any of the other diverse 
peoples jrho make up tha British 

| population, tha Welsh have pre- 
served an ancient culture and lan- 
guage almost completely uncorrupt- 
ad by outside influences. To visit 
the Eisteddfod, tha great national 
festival of Wales, which will begin 
August this year, Is to ba traps- 
ported to the almost legendary 
world of 1,900 years ago. 

Much Ceremony 
The welcome to tho exiles is one 
of the most moving of tha tradition- 
al ceremonies of the Eisteddfod. 
Tha exiles, numbering mora than
